Leash Law 


The dog leash law passed at the March town meeting 
became effective Tuesday. 

Notification of its approval by the attorney general was 
received Monday and on Tuesday Town Clerk Irving O. 
Piper had the new by-law posted in the six voting pre- 
cincts of the town. 

How effective the law will be at the outset is hard to 
judge. Officials point out that they do not have sufficient 
funds for enforcement. A special town meeting is expected 
to be called within the summer months when an appropria- 
tion will be sought for enforcement. __ 

On the other side of the coin, a move is already under 
way to move for the repeal of the law or to substitute a 
more modified version of a dog restraint regulation. 

Until the law is changed, it will be up to all law abid- 
ing citizens to obey it by restraining theirdogs as re- 
quired by the provisions of the regulation. 


Spring Clean Up 


Next week is ‘Clean-Up’ week in Andover. 

With the assistance of the Public Works Department, 
residents will be able to get rid of a lot of clutter in their 
homes and yards and make the premises more attractive. 

The PWD has set down some ground rules for their 
activity and homeowners will do well to acquaint them- 
selves with the code. 

The trucks will be sent into all areas of the town to 
pick up unwanted articles. These must be taken to the 
Street as the town employees will not go onto private 
property. Also, anything that cannot be handled by two 
men will be considered too hefty and will not be removed. 
And according to those operating the hauling service, once 
a section of the town has been covered, the trucks will 
not return and there will be no call backs. 

‘Clean-Up’ week is an annual springtime event and it 
behooves everyone to get with it this weekend and tidy 
up their property. 


A Big Improvement 


For the past couple of weeks, the board of selectmen 
have been meeting in new quarters on the second floor of 
the town hall. 

It is a far cry from the overcrowded conditions that often 
existed when meetings were held in the manager’s office 
on the first floor where it was almost impossible to 
accommodate more than a dozen people at a time. 

The new offices to be occupied by the town manager 
and his staff are spacious and will be put to use as soon 
as the telephone strike is over and the installers are able 
to provide the necessary phones. The rooms are now used 
only for weekly meetings. 

Carpenters and painters did wonders with the offices in 
the old building. The floors were sanded and made to look 
like new. The walls are brightly painted and the staff will 
be housed in three rooms, one of which will be the man- 
ager’s private office. 


The selectmen now have a fine long table at which they 
sit while transacting the town’s business. The big desk 
was made by the carpentry students at the Greater Law- 
rence Regional Vocational Technical High School and is 
a credit to their abilities. It is a weighty piece of furni- 
ture and when it needed to be moved the other night it took 
plenty of manpower. 

The new office for the selectmen and manager has not 
as yet been completely furnished. Chairs for spectators 
are on order while other furniture will be moved from 
downstairs once the telephone service has been installed. 

Those who have crowded into previous meetings in the 
smaller office will now find that the selectmen and the 
manager have quarters that are very ample.

It is understood that the use of 
alcohol is mostly as a sop and 
sedative for boredom until estab= 
lished as an uncontrolled habit, 
That being so, it is a puzzle that 
Smith College is planning to 
acknowledge that the personal 
discipline required, as an element 
for achieving its ideals, is to be 
discouraged in favor of nurturing 
and respecting boredom; a certain 
thing against which ought to be 
directed every resource of Smith's 
structure, 

Smith College, by its acquies= 
cence in the use of beer and wine 
by its pupils, is falling in line 
with those mores remarkable be= 
cause of their use and respect 
by those less gifted and privileged, 

Equally discrediting is that be= 
cause ours is a time when society 


is in need of good examples of 
discipline Smith College, free as 
it is from many of the burdens 
of taxation, and so mostly because 
it is- assumed to be an example 
of prescience and excellence for 
individuals, community, state and 
natfon, now proposes to erect a 
charade: On private property to 
be sure, Thus it shall encourage 
its pupils and others to circumvent 
a law; one that encourages dis= 
cipline in the young by denying to 
them sedatives for boredom and so 
encourages them to make use of 
their time, 

On the other hand, how our nation 
at large would have been im-= 
pressed, the sick in society taken 
heart and those in poverty found 
new hope had Smith had the wit, 
the discernment and the ethical 
fiber to polish its example in 
favor of discipline by banning not 
only alcoholic drinks, but also the 
use of tobacco in any form with 
its tax free enclave, 

While we cannot expect pupils 
to yet comprehend it, our national 
problem isn’t that the poor have 
so little but that the rest of us 
have so much and have yet to give 
a reliable sign that we mean to 
restrain ourselves, 

However, it is hoped that Smith 
College shall reconsider that 
history reminds us that eras de= 
teriorate because of their inclina- 
tion to evade the usefulness of 
discipline; and usually in the name 
of graceful living,

Built on what had been the site 
of huge gravel pits, the Andover 
facility itself will cover some 30 
acres of a 150-acre tract. The low 
silhouette design of the structure 
was specifically created to be 
harmonious with the surrounding 
New England countryside and will 
be landscaped to eliminate all 
traces of the original condition 
left by the gravel operations, 

The new plant will house some 
of the country’s fastest and most 
sophisticated industrial equip= 
ment, much of which was developed 
and built by Gillette. Conveyor 
systems will link the manufactur= 
ing and packaging areas of the 
operation with its truck docks and 
storage areas for raw materials 
and finished goods located on either 
end of the 1,180 foot-long build=- 
ing, Rounding out the facility will 
be office space and a cafeteria, 

Scheduled for production .at the 
new Andover operation are de= 
odorants, shave creams, men’s 
hair preparations, and after shave

Speaking at the presentation held 
at the Sheraton Rolling Green Inn 
here, Vineent C, Ziegler, chair- 
man of the board of The Gile 
lette Company, said: ‘*As a cor=

The structure will be a brick- 
faced concrete block building on 
concrete foundations to be built 
to a height of 30 feet, The office

structed of masonry and glass. The 
structural steel framing is de= 
signed to permit installation of 
conveyor systems. 

The facility will include14 truck 
docks for receiving and 12 truck 
docks for shipping. There will 
also be an internal double-track 
railraod siding capable of accom= 
modating up to 10 freight cars at 
a time, 

The production and office areas 
will be air conditioned and the 
plant heated by steam from a power 
house, 

The building will be fire pro- 
tected by an automatic sprinkler 
system fed by a500,000 = gallon 
reservoir,
